Introduction.—Representation of Chaos. 


Rec.—In the beginning God created the hea- 
ven and the earth; and the earth was without 
form and void; and darkness was upon the 
face of the deep. 


Cuorvs.—And the spirit of God moved upon 
the face of the waters; and God said, Let there 
be light, and there was light. 


Rec. and Atir.—And God saw the light, that 
it was good; and God divided the light from 
the darkness....Now vanish before the holy 
beams, the gloomy shades of ancient night; 
the first of days appears. Now chaos ends, 
and order fair prevails. Affrighed fled hell’s 
spirits black, in throngs; down they sink in 
the deep abyss, to endless night. 


Cuorvus.—Despairing, cursing rage attends 
their rapid fall. A new created world springs 
up at God’s command. 


Rec.—And God made the firmament, and 
divided the waters which were under the firma- 
ment from the waters which were above the 
firmament, and it wasso. Now furious storms 
tempestuous rage; as chaff by the winds are 
impelled the clouds; by heaven’s fire the sky 

8 inflamed, and awful thunders are rolling on 
high! Now from the floods in steams ascend 
reviving showers of rain ; the dreary, wasteful 
hail; the light and flaky snow. 


Soto and Cuo.—The marvellous work be- 
hold amazed, the glorious hierarchy of heaven; 
and to the ethereal vaults resound the praise of 
God, and of the second day. 


Rec. and Airn.—And God said, Let the wa- 
ters under the heavens be gathered together 
unto one place, and let the dry land appear ; 
and it was so. And God called the dry land 
Earth, and the gathering of waters called he 
Seas; and God saw that it was good....Roll- 
ing in foaming billows, uplifted roars the bois- 
terous sea; mountains and rocks now emerge, 
their tops into the clouds ascend. Through 
the open plains, outstretching wide, in serpent 
error, rivers flow. Softly purling glides on 
through silent vales the limpid brook. 


Rec. and Airn.—And God said, Let the earth 
bring forth grass; the herb yielding seed, and 
the fruit-tree yielding fruit after his kind, 
whose seed is in itself upon the earth; and it 
was s0....With verdure clad, the fields ap- 
pear, delightful to the ravished sense; by 
flowers sweet and gay, enhancedis the charm- 
ing sight. Here fragrant herbs their odors 
shed, here shoots the healing plant. With co- 
pee fruit the expanded boughs are hung; in 
leafy arches twine the shady groves; o’er lofty 
hills majestic forests wave. 


Rec.—And the heavenly host proclaimed 
the third day, praising God, and saying : 











“CREATION.” 


Cuo. Awake the harp, the lyre awake, 
In shout and joy your voices raise, 
In triumph sing the mighy Lord ; 
He spake the word and the earth was clothed 
In stately dress. 

Rrc.—And God said, Let there be lights in 
the firmament of heaven, to divide the day 
from the night, and to give light upon the 
earth: and let them be for signs and for sea- 
sons, and for days and for years. He made 
the stars also. 

Rec. and Arr.—In splendor bright is risin 
now the sun, and darts his rays; a joyful, 
happy spouse, a giant proud and glad, to run 
his measured course. With softer beams 
and milder light, steps on the silver moon 
through silent night. The space immense of 
the azure sky, the numerous hosts of radiant 
orbs adorns. And the sons of God announced 
the fourth day, in song divine, proclaiming 
thus his power. 

CHORUS. 

The heavens are telling the glory of God, 

The wonder of his works displays the firmament.

Rec. and Arr.—And God said, Let the 
waters bring forth abundantly the moving 
creature that hath life, and fowl, that may fly 
above the earth in the open firmament of hea- 
ven..-ee.On mighty pens, uplifted soars the 
eagle aloft, and cleaves the sky in swifter flight 
to the blazing sun ; his welcome bids to morn 
the merry lark; and cooing, calls the tender 
dove his mate. From every bush and grove, 
resound the nightingale’s delightful notes ; no 
grief affected yet her breast, nor to a mournful 
tale were tuned her soft, enchanting lays. 


Rec.—And God beheld the living creatures 
that he had made; and God blessed them, say- 
ing: Be fruitful all, and multiply, ye winged 
tribes, be multiplied, and sing on every tree; 
multiply, ye finny tribes, and fill each watery 
deep; be fruitful, grow and multiply, and in 
your God and Lord rejoice. 


Reo.—And the angels struck their immortal 
harps, and the wonders of the fifth day sung. 


ArRr.—Most beautiful appear, with verdure 
young adorned, the gently sloping hills: 
their narrow, sinuous veins, distil in crystal 
drops the fountain fresh and bright. 

A1r.—In lofty circles play, and hover in 
the air, the cheerful host of birds; and in 
the flying whirl their glittering plumes are 
dyed, as rainbows, by the sun. 

Arr.—See, flashing through the flood, in 
swarms, the finny race, on thousand ways 
around. Upheaved from the deep, the im- 
mense leviathian sports on the foaming 
waves. 

TR10.—How many are thy works, O God! 
who may their numbers tell? 
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Trro and Cuorvus.—The Lord is great, and 
great his might; his glory lasts forever and 
evermore. 


Reo.—And God said, Let the earth bring 
forth the living creature after his kind, cattle 
and creeping thing, and beasts of the earth, 
after their kind. Straight opening her fertile 
stores, the earth obeyed the word, and teemed 
creatures numberless, in perfect forms and 
fully grown. Cheerful roaring, stands the 
tawny lion; in sudden leaps, the flexible tiger 
appears; the nimble stag bears up his branch- 
ing head; with flying mane and fiery look, 
impatient neighs the sprightly steed; the cat- 
tle, in herds, already seek their food on fields 
and meadows green. And o’er the ground, as 

lants, are spread the fleecy, meek and bleat- 
ing flocks. Unnumbered as the sands, in 
swarms arose the hosts of insects. In long 
dimensions creeps, with sinuous trace, the 
worm. 


Arr.—Now heaven in fullest glory shone: 
earth smiled in all her rich attire; the room of 
air with fowl was filled; the water swelled 
with shoals of fish ; by heavy beasts the ground 
was trod. But all the work was not com- 
plete; there wanted yet that wondrous being, 
that grateful should God’s power admire, with 
heart and voice his goodness praise. 


Rec. and Arr.—And God created man in 
his own image, in the image of God created he 
him; male and female created he them. He 
breathed into his nostrils the breath of life, 
and man became a living soul.... 

In native worth and honor clad, with beauty, 
courage, strength, adorned; erect, with front 
serene he stands, a man—the lord and king of 
nature all. His large and arched brow sub- 
lime, of wisdom deep declares the seat; and 
in his eyes with brightness shines the soul, 
the breath and image of his God.

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thee, glorious in holiness, fearful in praises, 
doing wonders? ‘Thou stretchedst out thy

Duet. (Tenor and Contralto.)—Thou in thy 
mercy hast led forth thy people which thou 
hast redeemed: thou hast guided them in thy 
strength unto thy holy habitation.

; INTRODUCTION. 

Ree. Elijah.—As God, the Lord of Israel 
liveth, before whom I stand, there shall not be 
dew nor rain these years, but according to my 


word. 
OVERTURE. 


Cuorvus. The People.—Help, Lord! wilt 
thou quite destroy us? The harvest now is 
over, the summer days are gone, and yet no 
~ power cometh to help us. Will then the Lord 
e no more God in Zion? 


Rec. Cuorus. The deep affords no water, 


and tha rivers are exhausted. The suckling’s 
tongue now cleaveth for thirst to his mouth: 


the infant children ask for bread, and there is 
no one breaketh it to feed them. 


DvureT AND Cuorvus. The People.—Lord 
bow thine ear to our prayer. 


DveEt.—Zion spreadeth her hands for aid, 
and there is neither help nor comfort. 


Rec. Obadiah. —Ye people, rend your 
hearts, and not your garments, for your trans- 
gressions, even as Elijah hath sealed the heay- 
ens through the word of God. I therefore say 
to ye, Forsake your idols, return to God; for 
he is slow to anger, and merciful, and kind and 
gracious, and repenteth him of the evil. 


Arr. If with all your hearts ye truly seek 
me, ye Shall ever truly find me. Thus saith 
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our God...-O that I knew where I mightifind 
him, that I might come before his presence. 


Cuorus. The People.-—Yet doth the Lord 
see it not: he mocketh at us ; his curse hath 
fallen down upon us; his wrath will pursue 
us till he destroy us. For he, the Lord our 
God, is a jealous God; and he visiteth all the 
father’s sins on the children to the third and 
fourth generations of them that hate him.— 
His mercies on thousands fall—fall on them 
that love him and keep his commandments. 


Rec. An angel.—HElijah! get thee hence ; 
depart and turn ye eastward; thither hide thee 
by Cherith’s brook. There shalt thou drink 
its waters: and the Lord thy God hath com- 
manded the ravens to feed thee there ; so go 
according to his word. 


DovuBLE QUARTETTE. Angels.—For He 
shall give his angels charge over thee; that 
their hands shall uphold and guide thee, lest 
thou dash thy foot against a stone. 


Rec. An angel.—Now Cherith’s brook is 
dried up, Elijah; arise and depart; and get 
thee to Zarephath; thither abide; for the Lord 
hath commanded a widow woman there to 
sustain thee. And the barrel of meal shall not 
waste, neither shall the cruise of oil fail, until 
the day that the Lord sendeth rain upon the 
earth. 

Rec. and Air. The Widow.—What have I 
to do with thee, O man of God ? art thou come 
to me to call my son into remembrance? to 
slay my son art thou come hither? Help me, 
man of God! my son is sick! and his sickness 
is so sore that there is no breath left in him. 
I go mourning all the day long; I lie down 
and weep at night. See mine affliction. Be 
thou the Orphan’s helper. 


Elijah.—Give me thy son. Turn unto her, 
O Lord my God, in mercy help this widow’s 
son! For thou art gracious, and full of com- 
passion, and plenteous in mercy and truth. 
Lord my God; O let the spirit of this child 
return, that he again may live. 


The Widow.—Wilt thou show wonders to 
the dead? shall the dead arise and praise thee? 


Elijah.—Lord my God, O let the spirit of 
this child return, that he may live. 


The Widow.—The Lord hath heard thy 
prayer; the soul of my son reviveth ! 


Elijah.—Now behold, thy son liveth. 


The Widow.—Now by this I know that thou 
art a man of God, and that his word in th 
mouth is truth. What shall I render to the 
Lord for all thy benefits to me! 


Dvuet.—Thou shalt love the Lord thy God 
with all thine heart, and with all soul, and 
with all thy might. O, blessed are they who 
fear him. 

CHorvs.—Blessed are the men who fear 
him; they ever walk in the ways of peace. 
Through darkness riseth light to the upright. 
He is gracious, compassionate; He is right- 
eous. 

Rec. and Cuorvus. Elijah.— As God the 
Lord of Sabaoth liveth, before whom I stand; 
three years this day fulfilled, I will show my- 
self unto Ahab; and the Lord will then send 
rain upon the earth. 


Ahab.—Art thou Elijah, he that troubleth 
Israel? 


Cuorvs.—Thou art Elijah, he that troub- 
leth Israel. 


Elijah.—I never troubled Israel’s peace; it 
is thou, Ahab, and all thy father’s house. Ye 
have forsaken God’s commands; and thou 
hast followed Baalim! 

Now send and gather to me the whole of 
Israel unto Mount Carmel; then summon the 
prophets of Baal, and also the prophets of the 
groves, who are feasted at Jezebel’s table. 
Then we shall see whose God is the Lord. 


Cuorvus.—Then we shall see whose God is 
God the Lord. 


Elijah.—Arise, then, ye priests of Baal; 
select and slay a bullock, and put no fire un- 
der it; uplift your voices, and call the God ye 
worship, and | then will call on the Lord Je- 
hovah; and the God who by fire shall answer, 
let Him be God. 


CHorvus.—Yea, and the God who by fire 
shall answer, let Him be God. 


Elijah.—Call first upon your god; your 
numbers are many; I, even I only remain, 
the prophet of the Lord. Invoke your forest - 
gods and mountain deities ! 


Cuorvus. Priests of Baal.—Baal, we cry to 
thee ; hear and answer us. Heed the sacri- 
fice we offer; hear us,O Baal! Hear, mighty 
God! Baal, O answer us! let thy flames fall 
and extirpate the foe! O hear us, Baal! 


Rec. Eljah.—Call him louder, for he is a 
god! He talketh; he is pursuing; or he is 
on a journey; or peradventure, he sleepeth; 
so awaken him! eall him louder ! 


Cuorvus. Priests of Baal.—Hear our cry, 
O Baal! now arise! wherefore slumber! 


Ree. and Air. Elijah.—Call him louder! 
he heareth not. With knives and lances cut 
yourselves after your manner ; leap upon the 
altar ye have made; call him and prophesy ! 
Not a voice will answer you; none will listen, 
none heed you! 


Cuorus. Priests of Baal.—Hear and an- 
swer, Baal! Mark how the scorner derideth 
us. Hear and answer! 


Rec. and Air. Elyah.—Draw near, all ye 
people, come tome! Lord God of Abraham, 
Isaac and Israel! this day let it be known that 
thou art God; and I am thy servant! O show 
to all this people that 1 have done these 
things according to thy word! O hear me, 
Lord, and answer me; and show this people 
that thou art Lord God; and let their hearts 
again be turned. 


QUARTETTE. Angels.—Cast thy burden 
upon the Lord, and he shall sustain thee; He 
never will suffer the righteous to fall; He is 
at thy right hand. 

Thy mercy, Lord, is great, and far above 
the heavens. Let none be made ashamed that 
wait upon thee! 

Ree. Llijah.—O Thou who makest thine 


angels spirits :—Thou, whose ministers are 
flaming fires, let them now descend! 


Cuorus. The People.—The fire descends 
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from heaven; the flames consume his offering ! 
Before him upon your faces fall! The Lord 
is God; O Israel, hear! Our God is one 
Lord ; and we will have no other gods before 
the Lord! 


Rec. Elijah.—Take all the prophets of 
Baal, and let not one of them escape you; 
bring them down to Kishon’s brook ; and there 
let them be slain. 


Cuorvus. The People.—Take all the pro- 
phets of Baal, and let not one of them escape 
us, bring all and slay them ! 


Arr. Elijah.—Is not his word like a fire; 
and like a hammer that breaketh the rock in 
pieces ? 

For God is angry with the wicked every 
day; and if the wicked turn not, the Lord 
will whet his sword; and he hath bent his 
bow and made it ready. 


ArIR.—Woe unto them that forsake Him! 
destruction shall fall upon them, for they 
have transgressed against Him! Though 
they are by Him redeemed; yet they have 
spoken falsely against Him. 


Rec. and Cuorvus. Obadiah.—O man of 
God, help thy people! Among the idols of 
the Gentiles, are there any that can command 
the rain, or cause the heavens to give their 
showers? The Lord God alone can do these 
things. 


Elijah.—O Lord, thou hast overthrown 
thine enemies and destroyed them. Look 
down on us from heaven, O Lord; regard the 
distress of thy people; open the heavens and 
and us relief; help, help thy servant now, O 

od! 


The People.—Open the heavens and send 
us relief; help, help thy servant now, O God! 


Elijah.—Go up now, child, and look toward 
a cine Hath my prayer been heard by the 
ord? 


The Youth.—There is nothing. The heavens 
are as brass above me! 


Elijah.—When the heavens are closed up 
because they have sinned against Thee; yet, 
if they pray and confess Thy name, and turn 
from their sin when thou dost afflict them ; 
then hear from heaven and forgive the sin ! 
Help, send thy servant help, O God! 


The People-—Then hear from heaven, and 
forgive the sin. Help, send thy servant help, 
O God! 


Elijah.—Go up again, and still look toward 
the sea. 

The Youth.—There is nothing. The earth 
is as iron under me! 

Elijah.—Hearest thou no sound of rain ?— 
seest thou nothing arise from the deep? 

The Youth.—No; there is nothing. 


Elijah.—¥ave respect to the prayer of thy 
servant, O Lord my God! Unto thee will I 
ery. Lord, my rock, be not silent unto me; 
and thy great mercies remember, Lord. 


The Youth.—Behold a little cloud ariseth 
now from the waters ; it is like a man’s hand! 
The heavens are black with clouds and with 
wind; the storm rushes louder and louder! 


The People.—Thanks be to God for all his 
mercies ! 


_Elijah.—Thanks be to God, for he is gra- 
cious, and his mercy endureth for ever! 


Cuorvus.—Thanks be to God! He laveth 
the thirsty land. The waters gather; they 
rush along ; they are lifting their voices! 

The stormy billows are high; their fury is 
mighty. But the Lord is above them, and 
Almighty ! 


Air.—Hear ye, Israel, hear what the Lord 
speaketh: ‘‘O hadst thou heeded my com- 
mandments!” 

Who hath believed our report; to whom is 
the arm of the Lord revealed ? 

Thus saith the Lord, the Redeemer of Is- 
rael, and his Holy One, to him oppressed by 
tyrants; thus saith the Lord: Iam he that 
comforteth, be not afraid, for I am thy God, I 
will strengthen thee. Say, who art thou that 
art afraid of a man that shall die: and forget- 
test the Lord thy Maker who hath stretched 
forth the heavens, and laid the earth’s founda- 
tions? Be not afraid, for I thy God will 
strengthen thee. 


Cuorvus.—Be not afraid, saith God the 
Lord. Be not afraid! thy help is near. God, 
the Lord thy God saith unto thee, “ Be not 
afraid!”

Rec. and Cuorvs. Elijah.—The Lord hath 
exalted thee from among the people; and over 
his people hath made thee king. But thou, 
Ahab, hast done evil to provoke him to anger 
above all that were before thee: as if it had 
been a light thing for thee to walk in the 
steps of Jeroboam. Thou hast made a grove 
and altar to Baal, and served him and wor- 
shipped him. Thou hast killed the righteous, 
and also taken possession. And the Lord 
shall smite all Israel, as a reed is shaken in 
the water, and he shall give Israel up, and 
thou shalt know that He is the Lord. 


The Queen.—Have ye not heard he hath 
prophesied against all Israel? 


Cuorvus.—We heard it with our ears. 


The Queen.—And why hath he spoken in 
the name of the Lord? Doth Ahab govern 
the kingdom of Israel while Elijah’s power is 
greater than the king’s? the gods do so to me 
and more, if by to-morrow about this time I 
make not his life as the life of one of them 
whom he hath sacrificed at the brook of 
Kishon ! 


Cuorvus.—He shall perish ! 


The Queen.—Hath he not destroyed Baal’s 
prophets ? 
Cuorvus.—He shall perish ! 


The Queen—Yea, by the sword he des- 
troyed them all! 


Cuorvus.—He destroyed them all! 
The Queen.—He also closed the heavens. 
Cuorvus.—He also closed the heavens, 


The Queen.—And called down a famine 
upon the land. 
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Cuorvus.—And called down a famine upon 
the land. 


The Queen.—So go ye forth and seize 
Elijah, for he is worthy to die; slaughter him ; 
do unto him as he hath done. 


CxHorvs.—Woe to him, he shall perish; for 
he closed the heavens. And why hath he 
spoken in the name of the Lord? Let the 
guilty prrophet perish. He hath spoken false- 
ly against our land and us, as we have heard 
with our ears. So go ye forth, seize on him, 
he shall die! 


Rec. Obadiah.—Man of God, now let my 
words be precious in thy sight. Thus saith 
Jezebel, “‘ Elijah is worthy to die.’”’ So the 
mighty gather against thee and they have 
prepared a net for thy steps; that they may 
seize thee, that they may slay thee. Arise, 
then, and hasten for thy life; to the wilder- 
ness journey. The Lord thy God doth go 


withthee. He will not fail thee. He will not 
forsake thee. Now begone, and bless me 
also. 


Elijah. Though stricken they have not 

ieved. Tarry here, my servant; the Lord 
e with thee. I journey hence to the wilder- 
ness. 


Arr. Elijah.—It is enough, O Lord; now 
take away my life, for I am not better than 
my fathers. I desire to live no longer; now 
let me die, for my days are but vanity. I have 
been very jealous for the Lord God of hosts ; 
for the children of Israel have broken Thy 
covenant, thrown down Thine altars, and slain 
Thy prophets with the sword; and I, even I 
only, am left; and they seek my life to take 
it away. 


Rec.—See; now he sleepeth beneath a 
juniper tree in the wilderness ; and there the 
angel of the Lord encampeth round about all 
them that fear him. 


TERZETTO. Angels.—Lift thine eyes to the 
mountains, whence cometh help. Thy help 
cometh from the Lord, the maker of heaven 
andearth. He hath said thy foot shall not 
be moved ; thy keeper will never slumber. 


Cuorvs. Angels.—He, watching over Is- 
rael, slumbers not nor sleeps.

Forty days 
and forty nights shalt thou go; to Horeb, the 
mount of God. 


Elijah.—O Lord, I have labored in vain; 
yea, I have spent my strength for naught. 

O that thou wouldst rend the heavens, that 
Tnou wouldst come down; that the moun- 
tains would flow down at thy presence, to 
make thy name known to thy adversaries, 
through the wonders of thy works. 

O Lord, why hast thou made us to err from 
thy ways, and hardened our hearts that they 
do not fear thee? OthatI now might die! - 


ArIR.—O rest in the Lord; wait patiently 
for,,him, and he shall give thee thy heart’s 
desires. Commit thy way unto Him, and trust 
in Him, and fret not thyself because of evil 

oers. 
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Cuornvus.—He that shall endure to the end 
shall be saved. 


Rec. Elijah.—Night falleth around me! 
O Lord, be thou not far from me! hide not 
thy face, O Lord, from me; my soul is thirst- 
ing for thee, as a thirsty land. 


An Angel.—Arise now! get thee without, 
stand on the mount before the Lord ; for there 
his glory will appear and shine on thee. Thy 
face must be veiled, for he draweth near. 


Cuorvus.—Behold! God the Lord passed 
by! Anda mighty wind rent the mountains 
around, brake in pieces the rocks, brake them 
before the Lord; but yet the Lord was not in 
the tempest. 

Behold! God the Lord passed by! And 
the sea was upheaved, and the earth was 
shaken; but yet the Lord was not in the 
earthquake.

On him the spirit of 
God shall rest—the spirit of wisdom, and 
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understanding, the spirit of might and of 
counsel, the spirit of knowledge, and of the 
fear of the Lord.

CHorvus.—And then shall your light break

From the foregoing it will be seen that the different choirs were not. very equally divided as to strength, 
the Soprani and Bassi far outnumbering the Alti and Tenori; but this discrepancy will be obviated in the 
future by the admission of those only who are necessary to a more perfect balance of parts; and should the 
regular chorus of the Society be increased to the number of SIX HUNDRED, as it is now proposed, with 
each choir numbering one hundred and fifty voices, far greater effects may be produced than have yet been 


attained.
